NATURAL BALANCE ~ 
DISRUPTED 


(Fort Lauderdale News) 

A lovely lake is one ironic casualty 
of the space age. 

Clear Lake bore a well-merited 
name before housing developments 
mushroomed around it after Houston, 
Texas, became the headquarters for 
manned space flight in 1961. 

Now Clear Lake is well on its way 
toward. becoming a cesspool because 
of lack of integrated planning and 
constrol of such majters as sewage 


| disposal, says Dr. Jack Bregman, a} 


water scientist. 

Ironically, some Clear Lake resi- 
dents are scientists and technicians 
working to make sure that U.S. as- 
tronauts.going to the moon have pure 
water. 

Of all plants in the solar system, 
only the earth possesses s0 much 
water covering. 70 per cent of its 
surface. Viewed from space, it Spar- 
kles as a blue planet. 

But earth’s water is becoming in- 
creasingly befouled, smelly and repul- 
sive through man’s carelessness, dis- 
dain, greed,-or innocence of conse- 
quences of his actions upon the bal- 
ances of nature. 

“Just about every stream 
country is polluted, to some degree,” 
says Bregman, assistant deputy for 
water pollution control in the Depart- 
ment of Interior, some now are by 
their capacity to handle wastes and 
so are numerous lakes.”

Housewives welcomed detergents to 
clean dishes anc clothes.

reactors producing electricity, or 
other industrial operations. The water 
is returned to the stream unchanged 
except that it can be five to 20 de- 
grees warmer. 

This warmth can change the whole 
biology of a river, reducing its oxy- 
gen content and killing off game fish, 
for example, that are very sensitive 
to temperature changes. 

“The heat problem is here and. its 
big, big as hell; particularly with the 
Blossoming of nuclear utilities”, one 
scientist cautiors. It can be avoided, 
but not cheaply, as through building 
storage towers or ponds to let the 
water cool down. 

Countermeasures are increasing to 
control or halt pollution, and clean up 
the states’ and nation’s waters. 

The Water Quality Act of 1965. es- 
tablished the Federal Water Pollution 
Control Administration, and initiated 
a program for states to set, or else 
have set for them, water quality stan- 
dards for interstate waters within 
their borders. All 50 states now have 
submitted standards proposals, and 
ten or more have been approved by 
the secretary of the interior. 

The Clean Water Restoration Act 
of 1966 authorized $3.9 billion for 
construction grants to help build 
sewage treatment plants for research 
and grants to state water pollution 
control programs. 

It should be possible, says Udall, 
to correct most of the most flagrant 
pollution situations within a few 
years.

In a 250,000-word report

Blaming white racism for 
the “destruction of basic demo- 
cratic values,’ it points out 
that riots which have struck 
Amedican cities were neither 
fomented by outsiders or the 
result 6f any black power con- 
spiracy. 


The report warns © starkly 
that the U.S. practises what 
amounts to “urban apartheid” 
that carries with it “segrega- 
tion and poverty totally un- 
known to most white Ameri- 
cans,” 

And perhaps worst of all, 
‘the black ghettoes which im- 
prison more than half of the 
country’s Negroes, are crea- 
tions of white institutions, 
maintained and condoned by 
white society. 


It said that the report shows 
a nation whose true face is ohe

ten percent of its people. Tha 
such a nation could reach the 
zenith of its power only 25 
years after crushing the racial 
monster of Nazi Germany, is 
even more depressing and dis- 
heartening. 


It might also fairly be asked 
that if racism motivates Ameri- 
can socigty at home, ‘vould it 
not also/do so abroad? 


In World War I, the US. 
reserved its mightiest counter 
blows for the Japanese, who 
had ruthlessly. attacked Pearl 
Harbor. The atomic bomb was 
dropped only on the yellow 
Japanese. In Korea, the Ameri- 
cans regarded all Koreans as 
“gooks.” Theré was none of 
the honor of combat which 
true soldiers had held each 
other in mutual high regard in 
Europe. 


Now, the American military 
machine in Vietnam is effec- 
tively crushing an ancient and 
honorable civilization. The U.S. 
has dropped more bombs on 
that tiny country that it did in 
all of Europe in all of World 
War Il. But again, it is drop- “ 
ping them on non-whites — 
and the myth of the “yellow 
peril” goes deep into American 
history. 


It is now a clearly document- 
ed fact that the United States 
is — and in fact always has 
been — a racist state. It im- 
ported as slaves the ancestors 
of today’s Negroes. It was the 
last modern state in the north- 
ern hemisphere to outlaw slav- 
ery; but it never practised 
slavery on whites. 


The virus of racism could 
hardly be stemmed from in- 
fecting the attitudes and be- 
haviour of those Américans 
responsible for U.S. foreign 
olicy. 


Yet, the promise of Ameri- 
can society is still not beyond 
recall. Despite affluence amid 
grinding poverty, despite 
oppressign of its colored ‘mi- 
nority, despite a foreign policy 
which effectively destroys any 
civilization. which dares com- 
pete with~America, there will 
be no lét-up in the struggle to 
fulfill the American dream. 
For this, Canadians can be 
thankful.

Any professional 
person who is not motivated to ser- 
vice of his fellow man is not worthy 
of his profession, I shall further as- 
sume that we are concerned about the 
quality of that service. There is no 
ery, anywhere, for a shabby product; 
there is a great demand for dedicatéd 
service and first-rate education. 

Our concern, then, is for quality. 
What are the qualities that will allow 
technical education to reach matur- 
ity ? What is our concept - our vision - 
of technical education? We must 
have vision, for “where there is no 
vision, the people perish”. 

“A common view is that technical 
education serves to develop vocational 
competence. Its sole concern is with 
the kind of training that will prepare 
the student for a specific job in in- 
dustry. Perhaps this was 4 justifiable 
point of view in the 1930's, and later, 
during the war, when our technical 
departments contributed valiantly to 
the specialized training so necessary 
during that time. Today, however, 
this concept must not be allowed to 


‘, dominate our thinking. As laudible as 


the development of “marketable” 
skills may be, we must have our 
minds open to other possibilities -—- 
other additional possibilities. We must 
mot harbour an “either-or" attitude 
that rejects synergetic action - work- 
ing-together or co-operative action.

Note 
that the problems posed may demand 
creative solutions of the most ima- 
ginative sort. 

* The sociological effects of techno- 
logy are almost ignored in the secon- 
dary curriculum. These effects can 
be discussed, however, in a most na- 
tural manner, as industrial products 
are under study and in use in the 
technical shop or laboratory. 

* Industrial designs exhibit aesthe- 
tic features that also form an integral 
facet of any technical pursuit. Ob- 
viously, it is most difficult to avoid 
the aesthetics of good design,in the 
drafting courses. : 

* Every technical subject continu- 
ally offers opportunities to reinforce 
the skills of mathematics, science and 
language. These skills permeate every 
technical activity.

On a very practical plane, one can- 
not ignore the opinions of employers | 
about attitudes and values. They fre- 
quently and emphatically declare that 
an. employee’s attitude toward him- 
self, his fellow workers, his job and 
society as a whole is a primary con- 
cern, They often point to recent four- 
year graduates as offenders in these 
matters. Although teachers cannot be 
held totally responsible, neither can 
they divest themselves of some degree 
of responsibility. They should exemp- 
lify constructive attitudes, and they 
must look upon each student as an 
individual human being. 

Our schools exist for the students’ 
welfare, and it is their optimum de- 
velopment that is sought. Therefor, 
the teacher who feels that, above all 
else, he must “cover the course”, and 
the employer who wants students 
trained for ‘his particular industry, 
must take second place. This matter 
of. comprehensive personal ‘compe- 
tence must he in the first rank of 
our objectives. SON 

Most technical teachers do take a' 
genuine interest in their pupils. This 
is particularly true of the pupils who | 
are majoring in a technical subject, | 
and it is one of the reasons why we 
should continue to support some de- 
gree of specialization in the upper 
grades, And yet, I wonder how many 
of us inspire our pupils.

To conclude the first phase of my 
talk: our concept of technical educa- 
tion at the secondary level is one in 
which three competences — vocation- 
al, learning and personal — are de- 
veloped synregistically. 


A second requirement to the ma- | 


turation of technical education is a fo- 
cal point. In our definition we stated 
that the proper focus of technical 
education is technology which was de- 
fined as “the use, based on know- 
ledge, of matefials and the physical 
power of nature for the purpose of 
serving human ends”. Gentlemen, 
technology is our business! Technolo- 
gy is things man-made things. 
Technology and science are literally 


shaping our daily lives. They may i 
nical knowledge and skills of its in- | 


even determine the way we die. 

Technology is not science, .and 
science is certainly not technology. 
Science is the pursuit of objective 
truth, as far as it can be ascertained. 
It is the study of the order of things 
in nature; it is concerned with pat- 
terns, ‘eoncepts and principles. Al- 
though pure science is not interested 
in utility, technology is, frequently in 
creative and. imaginative ways, often 
with magnificent results. 

Perhaps a simple example will 
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‘cover the vital importance of techni- 
‘cal knowledge and skills. For ex- 
‘ample, the wheel, the ploughshare, the 
mechanical harvesters,” the micro- 
|scope and the telescope, the camera, 
ithe automobile and the aroplane are 
technological inventions. These are all 
part of our heritage as technical 
teachers. So are people like Robert 
Hooke, whom we may know as 4 
great scientist. But he was also a 
mechanical genius who made his own 
micros€opes, who invented the wheel 
barometer, the diaphragm lens shut- 
ter, and the universal joint. He was 
also a surveyor and architect who 
worked with Christopher Wren. There 
are many heroes of technology, but 
we have buried them in our indiffer- 
ence, 

The maturity of technical educa- 
tion in our secondary schools will 
come with a sense of pride in our 
identification with technology. This 
involves pride in our particular skills, 
and also pride that these skills make 
‘their contribution to technology a8 a 
| whole. If we insist that we are teach- 
\ers of sheet metal, of drafting mach- 
:ine shop or electricity — each in his 
ligolated area and not part of a larger 
whole -—-. technical education will 
mever achieve a sense of direction or 
cohesian. In. its divided state, depart- 
mentalized by our refusal to be aso- 
ciated with 4 grander scheme of 
things, we cannot expect to eontri- 
bute in any solid way to the provin- 
cial educational pattern. 

We should convey the excitement 
and power of technology to our stu- 
dents. They should realize that the 
material prosperity of our country de- 
pends, in large measure, on the tech- 


j dustrial personnel. The level of acti- 
vity is not of particuar importance, 
whether it be asa journeyman, tech- 
nician, technologist or engineer, All 
should be able to feel that they are 
contributing to the common good, 
Perhaps this is one of the ways in 
which our graduates may be made to 
see that their job has a significance

ments grew in number, slowly and 
sometimes halting, until the explosive 
1960's. The situation, at present, is 
gratifying in a quantitive sense. Yet 
what we have today. are numerous 
isolated fires, sharing little light or 
warmth with one another. Where are 
the fanning winds that will produce 
one consolidated blaze, illuminating 
the whole Province? To you this af-" 
ternoon I have suggested three:
